One Fulzum a Dray-man was Arraigned For the Killing of Sarah 
Richardſon a Girl of about 4 years of Age, the manner of which as ir 
appeared upon his Tryal was, that he coming along the Lane with 
a loaded Dray, in which were two Horſes which were ſomewhat un. 
ray, one gf them Flung put of the way, and run the Dray up to the 

alh, wherg near-to a Sygan-cutters aw; a ſtone of about 4 Foor long 

and'r Square, ſtootup arend, behind which the Girl Run to ſave hex 
ſelf, but the Dray coming, one of. the. Wheels threw down the ſtone 
upon her, which cruſhed her immediatly to Death , twithout ſo much 
as her marang the leaft out-cry .: Whereupon the Dray and Perſon be- 
ing {galgd;;- the Crowners Jury upon inquiry found it ſpecial, but 
it being proved in Court that he did all he could to prevent the Acci- 
dent, and that he was exceeding forryfor whar he had done, the Ju- 
ry brought him in not Guilty; but the Court thought fit to bind him 
over to his good byhawjour, as likewiſe his: Maſter the Brewer to an- 
ſwer igat (hf gexr Seffiogs. for the Peace at Guild:bal..
